RELMONT PARK. L. I.. N. Y., May 20.— An im- 
mense half- holiday throng which completely over- 
flowed th<‘ spacious clubhouse, grandstinid uml 
lawns journeyed to Belmont Park today to wit- 
ness tile running of the Withers and Fashion Stakes 
mid see the turf idols Man o’ War and Careful 
raee for the coveted prizes offered hy tlie West- 
ehester Racing Association. Weather and track 
conditions were ideal and the sport exciting enough 
to suit the most captious, although keen disap- 
pointment was expressed at the withdrawal of Care- 
ful from the Fashion. Site was reported to have 
gone amiss. 

When t he field, which was reduced to three — 
Hasten On lieing withdrawn — paraded past the 
clubhouse and grandstand, the ovation given Man 
o" War was tremendous, but nothing like that 
accorded im* champion on his return r.fter winning 
in 1 :33% and reducing the record over the track 
by four-fifths of a second. 

To a quick start Man o’ War shot to the front, 
running the first quarter in twenty-four seconds; 
♦ from there on the pace quickened into the half in 
A ,471-. After the half was passed Wildair chal- 
lenged and Kummer allowed the Fair Play cult to 
g.< to the three-quarters in 1:11, after which his 
rider eased up and. from there to the end, held 
his opponent safe at all times, running with con- 
summate east and his rider looking over li is shoul- 
der during the final sixteenth. Wildair ran a great 
race himself, but at no time seriously threatened 
me champion. David Marum was beaten off after 
the first half was raced. 

After the withdrawal of Careful. II. P. Whitney’s 
Prudery was considered the most probable winner 
i f the Fashion Stakes, for two-year-old fillies. *Tlu* 
field was composed of the best of the sex now 
racing and opinion was divided ns to the merits 
of the starters, finally settling on the Whitney 
nominee. Prudery fully justified expectations, and 
although headed hy Nancy las* in a part of the 
lace (-ante on gamely when Ambrose called on her 
and drew up in the final fifty yards to win by a 
head. Nancy Ia*e raced like a really good filly, as 
did Step Lightly, neither of which bad any mis- 
haps. 

Jockey T. Hums, Jr., son of the one-time famous 
rider, lias -dgued to ride for E. Alvarez of Ha- 
vana.

HITCHCOCK TO ABANDON FRENCH TURF 

Mares Abroad to Be Sold — Stallion Sandy Hook 
May Be Brought Over. 

NFW YORK. May 20. — Mr. Frank II. Hitchcock 
of I lie Hoard of Stewards of the Jockey Club, who 
It. is been racing <.-1101 breeding thoroughbreds in 
France for a numlier of years ever since Ik* par- 
ticipated in the syndicate which gave Major August 
P.elliioiit $150,000 for Rock Sand and the Hughes 
mil i -racing legislation drove so many self -respect ing 
sport -loving Americans out of the country is to 
sell liis mares now in France and confine li is breed- 
ing operations to tin* Fnited States. 

This more than probably means that his fine 
young sire Sandy Hook. Ii.v Rock Sand — Tangle, hy 
Meddler, and next dam that good mare Handspitii, 
by Hanover, which was bred in France and raced 
with considerable success in that country, will lie 
brought over and placed in the stud tit Hamburg 
Place, if arrangements now in progress with John 
E. Madden are completed. 

Sandy li< ok is a fine individual, a bay with 
black points, and m »ch like bis sire. He should 
be a valuable addition to the Rock Sand family 
in America. 

Mr. Hitchcock is fond of racing in France. "Few 
who stay more than :t year in France want to 
come back,” said In*. "This is especially true of 
tlie trainers and jockeys and is illustrated in O’Neill 
ami McGee. Tlie latter told me lie hud not been 
home ill six years. 

“The greater degree of freedom and interest taken 
in racing and .-ill those who participate in it abroad 
js responsible in a great measure for their atti- 
tude.’’ 

Mr. Hitchcock brought a number of photographs 
of the best horses in France with him and one which 
hud inteiest for those vxito are Keeping in touch 
with the various candidates for tlie Grand l’rix was 
1 1, ;1 1 of < idol, by Opott- -Saiute Fiole. owned by 
M. Henry Ternyck. "Od<d, up to the time of my 
departure.” saill Mr. Hitchcock, "had scored five 
straight victories, his last two starts at two and 
three this springs He is deemed a dangerous can- 
didate for first honors in tlie Grand l’rix, as lie 
is a good stayer.” 

The picture showed a lengthy colt, rather high 
• UI the leg a ml light in the barrel. Inn a bold, reso- 
lute head cairied high at tlie end of a long, light 
, peck. 11c looks more like a gelding Hum a colt, 

V due perhaps to tlie fact that all French horses 

carry less flesh than ours. This fact was most 
noticeable in all of the pictures. Perhaps the fact 
that the hulk of French racing is over a long dis- 
tance is responsible for this. 

Another picture which Mr. Hitchcock showed with 
satisfaction was that of a half-bred two-year-old 
bv his own sire. Early Song, a son of Yankee and 
ltossignol, by Rossingtou. "This colt’s mother,” 
.said Mr. Hitchcock, "was a mare of unknown breed- 
ing which Snyder (his former trainer! drove to a 
cart. Her son. as you will notice, lias as much 
quality as tlie best of tlie thoroughbreds, and lie was 
sixteen hands high when 1 left France. He is a 
pcrfcci type to improve the general pur|H>se horse 
family of any country. He will lie left entire and, 
unless 1 change my mind, will he brought to this 
country.”

of Percentages Deducible. 

TORONTO. Out.. May 20. — The Dominion govern- 
ment at Ottawa lias introduced race track betting 
amendments to tlie house of commons, under the 
report of Dr. Rutherford, who investigated racing , 
conditions in Canada last year. 

Tlie law as it stands permits the carrying on of 
wagers and betting upon ji race track. It is pro- 
posed to modify the present legislation by limiting 
permissible organized betting to tlie use of pari- 
mutuel machines and, furthermore, to make it a 
condition of tlie permission for lietting upon a raee 
track that the profits derived from the betting 
operations shall Ik* restricted to a limited per- 
centage of tlie amount at stake, apportioned as 
follows; When tlie amount bet on a race is under 
$20.(M!0 percentage is restricted to 7 per cent. 
On all amounts over $20,000 and under $30,000. the 
percentage is restricted to 0 per cent. .Amounts 
over $30,000 and under $40,000 to 5 per cent. 
Over $40,000 and tip to $30,000 lo 4 per cent, and 
on all amounts over $50,000 to 3 per cent. In each 
case the percentage of the racing club or asso- 
ciation is to he gauged by the total amount of 
money bet on the raee by the pari-mutuel system. 
There is also a change in regard to the “breaks” 
which the association is allowed to retain. Pro- 
vision is made for tin* racing association retaining 
the odd cents, which arc less than any multiple of 
five cents. 

Puri-mutuel machines, under the now amend- 
ments, are to lie inspected, approved and operated 
under the supervision of government officials ap- 
pointed by the department of agriculture. 

There will Ik* an official at each track to see 
tiiat no bets are accepted after tlie horses come 
to the post in each race, when the machines must 
be locked, and in that way it is aimed to check 
any attempt at fraud. Racing associations are to 
pay tlie cost of such supervision. All the present 
conditions regarding the operation of betting on 
race tracks, with regard to tlie number of days 
of racing, etc., are continued in force, and the 
provision that pari-mutuels alone shall be used and 
that profit- shit!’, tn* restricted, as -above, are added 
to tin* present regulations. 

The provincial governments are already collecting 
taxes from associations conducting race meetings 

in Ontario $7,500 per day from mile tracks — and 
it was felt by tin* Dominion government that This 
field should be left to the provinces, for tlie pres- 
ent at least. However, should it racing association 
derive from its pcri’-entage any more than the limit 
profit allowed under the business profit taxes legis- 
lation- -flint surplus would be taxable, as In tlie 
ease of any other corporation. The purpose behind 
the legislation is to restrict the operation of race 
tracks to associations and responsible persons, who 
really wish to conduct race meetings for tlie sake 
of sport, rather than for the hope of making huge 
sums of money thereby. 

One of the provisions of tlie proposed legislation 
insures that a certain percentage of the profits of 
the association shall go into money purses for the 
different races. Tlie minister of agriculture is to 
is* given power to see that such suitable purses 
are provided, and. where an individual or racing 
association fails to carry out these regulations, his 
or their charter will in all probability lie taken 
away. No definite date is set for the hill com- 
ing into effect, but it is anticipated that it will 
be made law immediately on receiving the royal 
assent. 



BELMONT PURSE VALUE IS INCREASED 

Substantial Additions Announced by Major Belmont 
in a Tails With Horsemen. 



NEW YORK. X. Y., May 29. — Major August Bel- 
mont. president of the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion, gladdened the hearts of the horsemen Wednes- 
day hy announcing an increase in tlie purse and 
overnight races at Hclmoiit I’ark. This means $1,000 
purses and $1,200 handicaps, the figures which pre- 
vailed at most of the courses in tin* heyday 
of racing hereabouts. 

It is a splendid commentary on tlie sjKirt as con- 
ducted in this state, that without revenue from 
lietting privileges sueli sums can be offered for 
racing. It liears out the prophecy made some years 
ago hy those who believed in tin* future of the 
sport that the day would come when t lmusaud-dolinr 
purses would Ik* in vogue once more as a result 
of public interest in the racing of thoroughbreds. 

After announcing tlie increase in value of the 
purses. Major Belmont said: "it has been neces- 

sary to move slowly since the sport was revived 
several years ago. Tin* patient was sick and the 
sickest of all were the owners and trainers. Fol- 
lowers of racing could turn to other forms of 
amusement, hut those who had big investments iu 
thoroughbreds had to fight their way out. 

“I’ndcr the circumstances we have increased the 
parses just as far as possible. We had to Ik* con- 
servative and prepan* for a rainy day while build- 
ing ottr fences as strongly as possible. But the 
attendance so far this year justifies an increase, 
and ivc are glad lo make it without waiting until 
the fall meeting.” 

Major Belmont also told the trainers that it 
was planned to offer a cup next fall or iu the 
fall of 1921 which eventually would hi* to this coun- 
try what the Ascot Cold Cup is to England. He 
spoke of this in connection with tlie importance of 
having longer races on the card, and urged his 
hearers to do all in their power to promote contests 
of this character.

SPION KOP FOR THE EPSOM DERBY 

Sen of Spearmint Is Heavily Supported After a 
Recent Victory. 



Kpion Kop. the latest gossip possibility for the 
English Derby, and which is also a Grand I’rix de 
Paris eligible, bad his first three-year-old trial at 
Kempt, n Park, where lie won, in smashing style, 
the Spelthorne Three-year-old Plate of $2,500 at 
a mile and a half. He is said to be the best of 
Mr. Gilpin's galaxy of three-year-olds. 

The colt's iierformanee, appearance and breed- 
ing is thus commented on by Daily Racing Form’s 
English correspondent : "A good-looking colt, witli 

great deptli of lienrt and iiowerftil. wide, though 
rather dropping quarters, xvitli much better fore- 
legs than many of tin* offspring of Spearmint. 
Spiott Kop made a favorable impression. He is a 
rieli quality bay witli a narrow Idaze down bis 
face and four white pasterns. It xx'ns obvious he 
could Ik* made fitter. In this race he gave no 
anxiety, lie got away well in a field of seven run- 
ners, iu which he carried 119 pounds. Before the 
turn lie was crossed, but coming in tlie straight 
lie improved his position and won easily by six 
lengths, at odds of 11 to S on. The most that 
can Ik* said is that lie possesses easy action, and 
can stay well. Spiott Kop did till lie was asked. 
He raced in blinkers and showed a little trace of 
waywardness. Being a son of Spearmint, unless 
an exception to the rule, lie is sure to improve. 
Moreover, iu tin* score of breeding, there is noth- 
ing to be desired. His dam. Ilammerkop, was a 
great stayer. She won $54.9115 in stakes, including 
such races as the Cesarewiteh. two and one-quarter 
miles; Alexandra Plate. Ascot, two and three-quar- 
ter miles, in successive years, and Great Yorkshire 
Handicap over tin* St. Leger course at Doncaster. 
She ran second in tlie Oaks, and third three times 
in the Ascot Gold Vase, two miles. Ilammerkop 
is it sister to Sirenin, wlto won the Jubilee Handi- 
cap with IIS pounds. She bred Siberia, $49.0410. 
and Eleetra. a winner of $42,253. and dam of 
Orpheus. Llangibhy was a half-brother to 11am- 
merkop. which was by Gallinule- Concussion, by 
Ret erbern t ion Astwith, a half-sister to Moorhen, 
the dam of Gallinule.

Attracts a Big Attendance.

Atta Boy II. Buns Like a Son of 
Tanya Should and Takes the 
Spoils in Gallant Finish. 



LOUISVILLE. Ky.. May 29. — The diminutive Atta 
Boy II. which does not appear to weigh more titan 
the 113 pounds he carried, displayed an extra game 
exhibition in landing tlie first running of the Proc- 
tor Knott Handicap, witli $5.0<H1 added, at n mile 
and a quarter, featuring today’s good card. He 
was. coupled with Harry Payne Whitney’s Damask 
and was held iu much less esteem. Damask being 
judged to outclass tlie other starters, but lie raced 
disappointingly and the stretch racing found him 
retiring fast. Atta Boy II., on the contrary, held 
tn his task with bulldog tenacity, and though at 
least five lengths back front tlie flying leader 
Patches, when beginning tlie stretch rush, he re- 
sponded gallantly to Garner's call and steadily and 
surely continued to decrease tlie distance between 
him and Patches, ultimately getting up in the last 
twenty yards to win hy a neck. Patches, from :i 
fast beginning, raced into the lead speedily and 
belli sway until right at the end. Sterling, which 
had been a forward contender from tlie start, short- 
ened his stride fast through the last eighth and 
he barely lasted long enough to outstay General 
Glenn for third money. 

Rouleau and Lorraine were expected to figure ex- 
tensively in the front division, but both were far 
back all the way. lairrnine was effectively dis- 
posed of after going three-quarters and Rouleau 
was always in tin* rear division. The uet value 
of tlie stakes was $5,575. 

Today’s ideal weather conditions contributed to 
bringing out the full force of racing enthusiasts 
here and the assemblage made up a crowd that 
equaled any that has witnessed racing at Churchill 
Downs this year, excepting that of Derby Day. 
The s|K>rt was wholesome and elicited enthusiasm 
e\ eii from the blase daily attendants. Several of 
the finishes were exciting, xvitli the winner iu 
doubt until the last stride. Backers of favorites 
again scored heavily, for most of tlie short -priced 
ones were successful. 

Tile success of Gossip Avenue xvns the only sur- 
prise of tin* afternoon and her success xvaa in a 
measure due to crowding that her rider subjected 
tlie others to sikiii after the start. 

The colors of Edward B. McLeua were again 
prominent and his first-time starter for this year. 
Rapid Day, scored in the opener after a close fin- 
ish with Converse and Dr. Carmen. 

Tlie veteran Brynlimah again prox-ed liis ability 
to cope xvitli rivals much younger when lie won 
the mile and a sixteentli .dash. He ran a good 
race iu coming all around liis opponents from last 
place to xv in easily. 

Rlaekie Daxv outclassed the starters in the seven- 
eighths handicap, which served as a secondary 
feature, for lie xvas forced back sharply when 
emerging front the chute and hud to close an im- 
mense gap. but lie drew away decisively in the 
stretch. Siren Maid, in n hard drive, outstayed 
Hrookholt. Had Madge F. been given a good ride 
she would have figured extensively, for she came 
like a flash near the end. 

Mose Guldblatt. who is gradually selling off liis 
<>\vn horses, xvitli a -view to devoting all of liis 
attention to the string he has under his care oxvned 
hy Harry Payne Whitney, disposed of on private 
terms this morning the good fillies Joriee and Fifi 
II. to .1. L. Paul, xvlto is said to Ik* acting f#r 
II. Steam of Chicago. 

Jockey B. Kennedy xvas injured more severely 
l list it at first thought and an X-ray examination 
disclosed a small I Mine near the ankle split aud 
requiring encasement, in plaster of pnris. It is ex- 
pected that tlie injury xvill keep the rider out of 
the saddle for about two xveeks. 

Special trains of freight ears, loaded with some 
of the best horses iu Kentucky, xvill lie the mode 
of conveyance for the transfer of most of tlie rac- 
ing establishments here that xvill take part in the 
Latonin meeting. The distance to the Milldale track 
is slightly over one hundred miles and the ship- 
ments xvill not seriously inconvenience tlie turf- 
men. lint cf course they would rather hax'e had 
express cars. 

Jockey II. Burke was held to blame for tin* in - 
terferenee that came shortly after tlie start in the 
second race and the corroborative report to this 
effect made by the patrol judge caused Burke’s 
suspension for ten days by the stewards.

The xvln was 
highly popular and cost the bookmakers a pretty 
penny. There were eleven starters in the race and 
Furious, a well- backed horse, was left at the post.

H.T. OXNARD’S DECIDEDLY SOUND LOGIC 



Virginia Breeder Tells Sims -Sterling Committee a 
Few Plain Truths. 



Henry T. Oxnard, the well-known breeder of 
thoroughbreds, whose Blue Ridge Stud is located in 
Fauquier County. Va.. was among those who 
protested against tie* Sims-Sterling bill when its 
opponents had a hearing before the committee on 
interstate trade and commerce in Washington re- 
cently. 

In the course of his protest Mr. Oxnard uttered 
sentiments which would be true of a great majority 
of those interested in the breeding of thorough- 
breds. II is remarks iu part follow: 

“My business is sugar — my pleasure is horses. If 
this bill went through and I won the English Derby, 
1 couldn’t learn that fact or at what odds. I am 
opposed to uncontrolled races. But horse racing is 
tlie greatest outdoor sport in the world. 

“George Washington was n horse raiser, a horse 
racer, and presided at races, ” continued the speaker. 
"General Grant and the late King Edward loved 
horse races and so do King George and King Alfonso 
of SpHiu. 

“I don’t want to let these killjoys eonte in and 
put out of business what I like most. They will 
try to stop us doing anything. It is a question of 
personal liberty. The fundamental principle of the 
American people is that they don’t want to be told 
just what they can do and they don’t want to be led 
around by strings, and they are not going to stand 
it any longer. 

“I think tin- refo'tn idea is at its peak whether it 
applies to racing or anything else. I am fond of 
breeding horses. As I said before, it is my pleas- 
ure. 1 don’t like betting, but I like to ley a little 
wager on a race to verify m.v judgment.” 

“When you piny poker.” syiu Mr. Oxnard in an 
earnest appeal to the committee, “you want to play 
for money. You might just .as well play linker for 
counterfeit money as not to place a little wager 
on a race.”
